Gray Says House 
Group Eliminates 
Funds for Prison 


WASHINGTON HF—Rep. Kenneth 
I. Gray (D-Ill.) said Thursday that 
budgeted funds to start a new fed­ 
eral prison in the Midwest have 
been eliminated by a House Ap­ 
propriations subcommittee. 
He said the project is “the vic­ 
tim of the economy drive'* but has 
only been deferred and eventually 
will be built. 
The proposed maximum security 
penitentiary would cost an esti­ 
mated IO million dollars. The Fed­ 
eral Bureau of Prisons has spent 
S25.000 on selection of a site and 
had asked for $1,300,000 to start 
work during the next fiscal year 
Marting July I. 
Gray, who has been boosting 
several sites in his southern Illi­ 
nois district, said he was informed 
that the subcommittee denied the 
requested funds “to start construc­ 
tion last this year."

Seutheni Illinois University 
On this May first it will be IOO 
years since Carbondale first be 
j came host town to a college 
The 
town was young then, having been 
platted and its first dwelling erect 
ed in late 1852 
In 1856 it became 
a village. 
On May 26 of that same year a 
committee from the Alton Pres 
bytery, appointed 
at its recent 
meeting at Decatur, came to Car 
bondalt seeking “ a site to estab 
bsh a seminary of learning of a 
high literary character in South 
em Illinois ” 
They met with a 
group of interested citizens at the 
West Side school (then standing 
about where the gymnasium of 
Brush school is now). 
This committee apparently was 
impressed by the new town and 
by the advantages it offered They 
noted the fact that the founders 
had set aside certain town lots 
J that would be given to groups wish 
| ing to erect church buildings; also 
! that a nice fram e schoolhouse had 
bees built by popular subscription. 
They found that a provision in the 
daed to each town lot forbade the 
sale of alcoholic beverages on the 
premises. 
Should that occur, the 
lot wa* to revert to the city, be 
sold again and the proceeds given 
to th# public schools 
The visit 
mg eommittee took note of all this 
A f t e r carefully considering 
these factors the committee de­ 
cided that Carbondale was the 
hest site 
available 
for their 
’‘seminary of learning.’’ A sub 
arreption form was circulated lo­ 
cally and pledges amounting to 
$1048 In cash, seven town lots 
and 404 acres of land were made. 
Three weeks later another meet­ 
ing was held and 15 trustee* were 
selected. 
Eight of tho*-? elected 
wert present and held their first 
meeting that day. They named a 
committee composed of the Rev 
arend W. J. Post, J M. Campbell, 
and D. H. Brush to aupervise the 
erection of a suitable building on 
a SO acre tract donated by Henry 
Sanders 
The name selected was 
Carbondale College 
It was decided to begin college 
operations soon. 
Accordingly, at 
a meeting of the board of trustee* 
held on October 27, it wa* request 
ed that J 
M 
Campbell finish the 
third floor of his store building for 
“ academie purposes ” This work 
was completed on April 6. and the 
first term of Carbondale College 
was begun there on the first day 
of the following month 
with the 
Reverend W. J 
Post named as 
principal and William Sheriff as 
teacher 
Except for a short time 
during th# Civil War and another 
in the late I860*, Carbondale has 
remained a college town 
With the school in operation, 
plana for the erection of sailable 
buildings 
were launched. 
The 
architectural services of a Mr. 
McClure w ert engaged. Thomas 
Thornton contracted to barn “40ft 
Merchantable 
brick” 
on 
the 
grounds for $4.50 a thousand. De 
spit* coaxing, money advanced 
and “possibly threats,” Thornton 
fell sadly behind in performance 
and was released from his con 
tract. 
Shortly after Thornton’* reiea-f 
Ewa and Isaac Burdick contract 
ad to build the foundation* of “ a 
chapel and culinary department” 
at a cost of S3 a square yard, plus 
extra for dressed or brushed stone 
They were to be paid with college 
bonds drawing IO per cent inter­ 
est and due in one year.

college at Desoto, six miles north 
of Carbondale 
The name was changed to South 
em Illinois College 
The Reverend 
Clark Braden of Centralia was *e 
levied a* principal 
and his wife 
became preceptress 
Reverend Braden announced the 
opening of the college for October 
6, 1866 
On that dav five students 
were present 
They were Butler 
Hail. Ben Johnson, Hayes Mulkey, 
Mollie Yost and Robert Volt 
The 
disrepair of the building was so 
great that it wa* decided to delay 
the opening for one week and to 
us* that time in making very nec­ 
essary improvements and in a gen­ 
eral cleaning. 
After a week of renovating had 
passed it was found that eight

making a total of 13. 
Not to he 
deterred bv superstition, the first 
term of the college was opened 
on October 13 with l l students 
present. Additional students con­ 
tinued to arrive and before the 
end of the term enrollment had 
reached 54. 
During the winter 
term It reached 75 and in the 
spring term of 1867 It was 105. 
During the first year 142 Indi­ 
viduals had enrolled—88 men and 
54 women.

opera glasses for rent ” “ Dram at­ 
ic personae ” scenery, etc are de

It must have been a gala 
evening 
In the late i860* the establish 
menl of southern Illinois Normal 
I niversity bec ame assured. Since 
the “ Normal” was to be located 
In Carbondale, support for South 
em Illinois College dwindled, and 
It did not operate after 1870. It 
was 30 years or more, however, 
before the enrollment of the state 
school equalled that of tile older 
college at Us peak. 
| 
After the Christian church cea* 
ed to operate the school, the build 
inf I and grounds were sold to the 
j city of Carbondale for about $15,000 
and were included in the city’s 
bonus to secure the location of the 
state school. 
Later they were re 
purchased by the city and used for 
high school purposes 
It wa* gen 
erally referred to as the *'< ollege” 
until about 1906, when it became 
Lincoln School.

By United Press 
Thousands of persons would be 
thrown out of jobs and some busi 
ness activities would be curtailed 
| if the Post Office Department goes 


I through with its plans to dra.stical 
1 ly reduce service, a United Press 
I survey showed Friday. 
Hardest hit would be the direct 
mail firms which prepare adver 
Using circulars, 
catalogues and 
free merchandise samples. A num 
ber of them have announced they 
will be forced to shutdown if they 


j lose third class mail privileges. 
1 
Affected to a lesser extent would 
be mail order firms, like Sears 
I Roebuck & Co., and Montgomery 
Ward & Co., department stores, 
banks and even international busi­ 


ness activities. 
Postmaster General Arthur ll. 
Summerfield, faced with a 47-mil­ 
lion-dollar deficit, said mail deliv­ 
eries on Saturdays will be suspend­ 
ed, at least temporarily, beginning 
this week. 
Other proposed cuts include only 
two mail deliveries in business sec­ 
tions, scheduled to begin next Mon­ 
day, and suspension of third class 
mail service, slated for April 29. 
One large direct mail firm, Reu­ 
ben H. Donnelley Corp., announc­ 
ed it will close its four plants em ­ 
ploying 4.100 persons on April 29 
if third class mail is halted. 
The 
plants are located in Chicago, Ne­ 
vada. Iowa: Mount Vernon, N. Y., 
and Los Angeles.
